Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  Trawden  for  the  year  1952. 

On  the  whole  the  year  1952  was  quite  a  good  year  for 
the  people  of  Trawden.  There  were  less  infectious  fevers  than 
last  year  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  happily,  nil. 

One  year’s  figures  do  not  reflect  a  true  picture  when 
the  community  is  small.  It  is  wise  to  consider  an  average  of 
five  or  bettor  still,  ten  years’  figures. 

Mr.  A.  Crowther  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  resigned  his 
appointment  on  taking  another  post  and  was  succeeded  in  June  by 
Mr.  D.  A.  Norman.  Unfortunately,  Mr.  Norman  was  taken  ill 
after  only  eleven  weeks  service  and  remained  so  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year. 

In  spite  of  this,  seventeen  pail  closets  and  three 
waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  fresh  water  closets,  a 
very  useful  contribution  to  the  improved  sanitation  of  Trawden. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Committee  for  their  co-operation, 
and  the  Office  Staff  for  the  amount  of  help  given  under  very 
difficult  circumstances.
